In a second speech atthe Chailes- 
too County Library, Sampson told lis- 
teners the Reagan administration is 
*the most stridently ’Cubapbobic’ ad- 
ministration’ since the Kennedy 
years and said talks with Caban lead— J 
er Fidel Castro are “the only sensible 
path’to dealing with the Latin power. 

Para-military action and threats 
against Castro, popalar in the Eisen- 
hower and Kennedy administrations 
pnd retiming under President Rea- 
gan, have not worked, said Sampun 
a 29-year CIA officer now living at 
Hilton Bead.* ^ 

In the Citadel s pe ec h , Sampson said, 
congressional hearings in the 1970s on 
CIA activities resulted in the agency 
beginning tojlose the trust of foreign 
intelligence services from which it re- 
ceives information. «. . . • - 


The Reagan administration has be- 
gun emphasising training for covert 
actions again after the activities be- 
came a ‘dying art” during the Carter 
yean. * v* rnv - - . - " 

- Abo, only two Congressional sub- 
committees are' now brfefed on the 
activities as compared to tight under 
legislation passed ta 1974 . 

While condemning Castro’s •ideo- 
logical contamination*' of the Carib- 
bean and Latin American area, 
Sampson said serious negotiations 
are needed to devise ways to manage 
or control U.S-Cuban conflicts. 

The United States and Cuba have 
interests that make them ‘Intimately 
connected,* Sampson said, quoting 
Thomas Jefferson’s Ifltlfl owsnumTi' 
concerning; SpntiSb HfiSventico in 
Cuba. 
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
